Patrick Walsh, once I uited Slates 
Senator. .Mayor of Aufuata. newi- 
paver proprlertor and publlther, irlsn 
Mtiiot and Uriff reformer, is con-

moat powerful factors in the work of 
the new South. A« a man of poacc, 
aa a meditator, he upent his whole 
life In mltlKatlng the burdena of the 
South after the war. and aecurlns 
for it justice from the North. With 
Henry \V. Orady, who aonnded the 
kernote of the new South, he worked 
UDtirlnslr a« a friend and compa- 
triot to revlvffy the exhausted South 
and to renew the broken bonds be- 
tween that section and the rest of 
the country. During his life (he 
was fifty-nine years old at the time 
of his death In 1899) Patrick Walab 
was the friend and co-worker of 
overy Democratic leader since the 
■war. Alexander Stevens was his close 
personal friend, as was Samuel J 

HIU In 1892 when the latter was an 
aspirant for the I'residetitlal nomina- 
tion. He was the first man to advo- 
cate persistently the nomination of 
(i rover Cleveland for the Hreaidency 
when the UtUr w«a Governor of 
New York, aad In lSt< ka werM 
•ameatly for the nomination and 
election of William Jennings Bryan, 
who waa hia intimate friend. 

Bom in Ireland In 1840, Patrick 
Walsh came to Charleston, S. C, 
with his parents in September, 1852. 
He began life as a printer's devil. 
Whatever schoDiing he got waa 
Calned by his own endeavora. Ba- 
toM the war he attended Oeorge- 
tem College, paying hia way with 
■loMjr aftved while learning the 
priBter'a trade. When war broke 
out he returned to Charleston and 
with Capt. Simoiids organised a com- 
pany in which he was elected First 
Lileutenant. They were stationed at 
Oaatle Pinckney, but when his two 
brothers entered the Confederate 
army he had to reaign to aid his par- 
enU. bia aittera and hia brothers' 
famtllae. To do thla he worked as 
« printer on the Charleston News 
and Courier. After the war he 
moved to Augusta, (!a., as a journey- 
man printer on the Augusta ("on- 
•tltutlonallst. It was not long be- 
fore he became a reporter and 
ahortly after city editor of the

She waa a true help- 
mate In all his strugglea aad as- 
pirations, and Is loved and honored 
today in the city and State that were 
the scene of bis labors. When the 
Associated IPraas organlied Its busl- 
aees In the South. Walsh waa made 
Oeneral Maaaiar tor the iOMth, and 
became a very eloee friend of Will- 
lam Henry Smith, for many years 
l*resldent of the association. He be- 
came Oeneral Manager and Treas- 
urer of !hH Southern Asuoclated 
Press when that organisation formed 
an alliance with the Western Aaao- 
oiatad Praa and the United Frees and 
subdivided the field of aaws gather- 
ing.
